Ancestry and Lineage of Thomas B. Heath? (Danie/’) 
(includes research through July 2019) 


Thomas B. Heath was born in about 1822 or 1824,' probably in Washington County, 
Georgia. No record has been found for him that shows a middle name. 


There is no direct evidence but a good bit of indirect evidence that Thomas was the son 
of Daniel Heath by his first wife, whose name is unknown and who was deceased by 
1830. Daniel's 1830° and 1840° census households reflect a male of the right age to be 
Thomas and their movements track closely from Washington to Emanuel to Pulaski 
County, where Daniel died in 1860.4 


Thomas married Elizabeth Tison (also seen as Tyson)? in about 1845, judging from the 
age of their oldest known child. No marriage record has been found either in 
Washington County, which is a burned county® and where the Heaths were still living in 
1840, or in Emanuel, where the Tisons had relocated by then. Two things suggest the 
marriage likely occurred in Emanuel: first, state law beginning in 1805 required that 
marriage licenses be issued in the bride's county of residence and then returned there 
for recording after the marriage was performed;’ and second, unlike most county 
marriage books, the earliest one for Emanuel does not record licenses issued, only the 
marriage returns,® so a marriage was only recorded if the return was received. 


There are two viable candidates for Elizabeth's father, Noah D. and John Tison. Her 
reported age in later censuses yields a birth year of 1828 or 1829, which makes her a 
better fit with John Tison's 1830 and 1840 households. But Noah Tison (possibly Noah 
Jr., who would have been almost 21 by then’) was chain carrier on a land survey for 
Thomas Heath, discussed below, and the fact that Thomas and Elizabeth named a son 
Noah lends support to the conclusion that he was Elizabeth's father. 


Noah and John Tison were likely brothers and the sons of Frederick Tison, and all three 
were in Washington County by 1820.'° Like Daniel Heath, they were natives of North 
Carolina. According to family oral tradition, Elizabeth was the cousin of Nancy Tison, 
Daniel Heath's second wife and Thomas's stepmother. This has not been corroborated 
but Nancy could plausibly be the daughter of John Tison, whose households in 1820 
and 1830 include a female of the right age whereas Noah's do not. 


Thomas was granted a survey warrant by the Emanuel County land court on 

2 November 1846.'' County land courts were comprised of three justices of the peace'* 
and Noah Tison was one of the J.P.s who signed Thomas's warrant. The warrant 
directed the county surveyor to lay out 200 acres for Thomas but the final survey 
comprised 241 acres.'* Neither specifies that this was a headright grant though 
headright laws were not repealed until 1909.'* Under that system, Thomas would have 
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qualified for 200 acres on his own headrights plus 50 acres for each dependent, 
including a wife. | have been unable to ascertain whether Thomas actually took up this 
land as online tax records for Emanuel are sparse, '° but the failure to find either him or 
his widow/heirs in the Emanuel County grantor index suggests that he did not. 


Daniel Heath and the Tisons remained in Emanuel for the 1850 census but Thomas and 
Elizabeth were in Wilkinson County.'® However, they returned to Emanuel by 

6 December 1851, when Caleb Love made a deed gift of 150 acres to their sons William 
Daniel and John Ira Heath, with Thomas named as the boys' agent until they turned 21 
years old.'’ How Caleb was connected to the Heaths or Tisons has not yet been 
determined but deed gifts generally construe a close familial relationship so this is fertile 
ground for further research. 


Daniel Heath died in Pulaski County, Georgia in 1860 (previously cited) and that year 
Thomas, his stepmother and all of his siblings and half-siblings except for William were 
on the census there.'® Also in Pulaski was John Tison,’? living with Mary (Tison) 
Anderson and her husband Joseph, who married in Emanuel County on 16 May 1844.”° 


In 1861 Thomas and Elizabeth were in Montgomery County, where his tax list reflects 
334 acres of pine land and four children between the ages of 6 and 18,”' i.e., William, 
Winnie, John and Noah, 


Thomas enlisted with Go. F, 4th Georgia Cavalry in Wrightsville? on 20 September 
1863 but in November this company was transferred to (3rd) Co. E, Georgia Light 
Artillery. Thomas sustained a gunshot wound that penetrated his lung at the Battle of 
Monocacy on 9 July 1864 and died several weeks later at the prison hospital in 
Frederick, Maryland. He is buried in Mt. Olivet Cemetery.” 


Elizabeth and the children were in Montgomery County for the 1870 census™ but 
whether she had remained there or her real estate valued at $100 was the same land 
Thomas reported in 1861 is not known — she has_not been found on later tax lists*° nor 
have any deed records been found thus far to show when Thomas acquired the land or 
its ultimate disposition. In 1880, Elizabeth and the children still at home were in Pulaski 
County” and this is the last record so far found for her. 


It has been reported that both Elizabeth and son John Ira are buried in unmarked 
graves in Palm Cemetery in Orange County, Florida, that John was a minister and died 
there in a retirement home.*’ But it seems likelier this claim applies to John Ira's widow 
Mary and their son John Daniel: cemetery records show both of them buried in Palm 
Cemetery,”° and nothing has been found to suggest that John Ira was a minister 
whereas John Daniel was identified in his brother Spencer's obituary as "Rev. J.D. 
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Heath of Kenneston, N.C." and is listed under Clergymen in the 1954 Kinston, North 
Carolina city directory.”° 


Thomas and Elizabeth had seven known children, all born in Georgia but more precise 
birthplaces are not known except as specified: 


Ae 


William Daniel Heath, born in about 1846. Although possible candidates for 
William have been found in later records, nothing definitive is so far known about 
him beyond his appearance in the 1850 and 1860 censuses. 

Winnifred "Winnie" A. Heath, born in Georgia in about April 1848.°° A news 
item from 1929 states that Winnie was living in Valadia, Georgia®' but | have 
found no such place so perhaps this was meant to be Vidalia in Toombs County. 
She was last found in the 1930 census living with her son Willie in Montgomery 
County, Georgia®* and a search of Georgia death records for this period have not 
turned up a record for her.°? Winnie married Arthur West Ricks in Laurens 
County, Georgia on 7 February 1886.°* 

= Winnie had three children but inconsistencies in the records make it difficult to 
conclusively identify the father of her two daughters. She and Dorinda V. Heath, 
age 5, were part of Elizabeth Heath's 1870 Montgomery County household.®° In 
1880 Winnie was a servant in the household of Wesly and Penny Ricks, which 
also included Dorinda Heath, age 14, and Avey J. Heath, age 6.°° 

e Doranda Vasti Neal was born in Laurens County, Georgia on 29 January 
1865, according to her death certificate, and died in Cayce, Lexington, 
South Carolina on 21 December 1952. The informant was an unnamed 
daughter who reported that Doranda's parents were West Ricks and 
Winnie Aclana®’ but she was shown as Dorinda Heath in the 1870 and 
1880 censuses, as Miss Doranda Neal when she married Arthur Christian 
Euthon in Bibb County, Georgia on 20 June 1887°° and as Doranda Vasti 
Neal in the obituary of her daughter Eslie.°° Children: Bertha Lee, Matha 
E. "Mattie", Rudolph N., Winnie Octavia, Manning Little, Eslie Alice, Jarrett 
W. and Elva V. Euthon. 

e Ava Jane Heath was born in Mount Vernon, Georgia (Montgomery 
County) in about 1875 according to the age reported on her death 
certificate, and died in Mount Vernon on 16 February 1934. Her parents 
are named as West Ricks, born in Blackville, Georgia (Treutlen County) 
and Winie Heath, born in Montgomery County. The informant was her 
husband R.S. McClendon.“*° She was shown as Avy J. Heath in the 1880 
census, as Avie.J. Ricks in the 1900 census and as A.J. Ricks when she 
married Roan Shorter McClendon in Montgomery County on 28 December 
1902.*' No known children. 
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e Willie O. Dan Ricks, born on 29 March 1886 according to his WWI draft 
registration, in which he names his mother as his contact,** and died in 
Duval County, Florida in June 1956.*° He married (1) Mary Ada McDaniel 
in Montgomery County, Georgia on 20 October 1907,“ and they were 
granted a divorce in Wheeler County, Georgia on 22 March 1920.*° Based 
on the 1920 census their children were Lewis L., Effie W. (aka Edna), 
Willie Mae, Robert Lee and Johnny Ricks, with the older three living with 
Willie that year.*° 
= Ada appeared as a widow in subsequent censuses. Robert and Johnny 
were part of her 1920 household along with Reva G. Hicks, daughter, age 
9 months,”’ whose Social Security record names her parents as Sam 
Ricks and Ada McDaniel.*® The same parents are reported for Eschol 
Ricks, born on 5 March 1920 in Alamo, Georgia and shown in Ada's 1930 
household (indexed as Esthol), along with Vida P[earl], daughter, age 7; 
Harmon, son, age 6 (whose Social Security record identifies his parents 
as Willie Ricks and Mary A. McDaniel*’); and Zuma” (indexed as Ezuma), 
son, age 5.°' 
=> Ada died in Hawkinsville, Pulaski; Georgia on 8 September 1952 and is 
buried in Orange Hill Cemetery,** along with Zuma Ricks "s/o Mary Ada 
Ricks" and Frinkey Lee Ricks "s/o Mr. and Mrs. Harmon Ricks."°° 
=> Willie Ricks married (2) about 1925, Shellie, maiden name possibly 
Conner;*? no known children. 

3. John Ira Heath was born on 5 June 1850 according to his death certificate, 
which gives his place of birth as Wrightsville, Johnston County [sic], Georgia. He 
died in Citrus, Holder, Florida on 18 September 1932. Cedar Grove in Marion 
County was shown as his burial location®® but no gravestone was found there.”° 
Neither Wrightsville nor Johnson County existed in 1850.°” John was reportedly a 
year old in the 1850 census, and it is more likely that he was born in Wilkinson 
County where his family was living in that census or in Emanuel County where 
they were probably living prior to that. 
= John Ira Heath married (1) Sarah Elizabeth Wynne in Laurens County, 
Georgia on 25 March 1877°° and they had three children: 

e William Frank Heath, born in-Georgia on 4 March 1878, died in Pittsburgh, 
Allegheny, Pennsylvania on 24 December 1931.°° He is buried at 
Monongahela Cemetery with a military marker for his service during the 
Spanish-American War with Co. G, 1st Georgia Volunteers from 13 July to 
18 November 1898.° He married Georgia Ella Crosby in Wayne County, 
Georgia on 11 August 1900°’ and they had the following children: 
Randolph Thomas, Vera Lee and William Frank Jr. 
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=> Georgia married M.R. Thompson in Greenwood, South Carolina on 16 
December 1933 but she was married to J.B. Childs when she died there 
on 27 April 1958.°° 

e Fannie Belle Heath, born in Glynn County, Georgia on 4 September 1881 
and died in Glynn County on 14 September 1963.°* She married James 
Washington Spires in Thomas County, Georgia on 19 March 1911°° and 
they had the following children: Odis Vernon, Bonnie E., John Ira, Romeo 
Rozell and Sarah Spires. 

e Thomas Bryant Heath, born in Georgia on 28 August 1882 and died in 
Berrien County, Georgia on 24 September 1964.°° He does not appear in 
any of his father's census households as he was working as a farm laborer 
for his maternal uncle, William J. Wynne, in 1900°’ but he is named in his 
sister Fannie's obituary. He married Debbie Fisher Bryant in Laurens 
County, Georgia on 26 November 1906, and they had the following 
children: Claudie Bell, Clifton E., Olos B. and Arvid B. Heath. 

= John married (2) Mary S. "Josie" Hawkins in Laurens County, Georgia on 23 
February 1884°° and they had the following children: 

e Rella Lenora Heath, born in Telfair County, Georgia on 9 May 1885 and 
died in Lake City, Columbia, Florida on 20 June 1929.”° She married (1) 
William Hayward Knight in Wayne County, Georgia on 25 August 1902.” 
They had one known child, Thelma Viola Knight. Rella married (2) Sterling 
Lee Evans sometime after 1921: in the 1920 census he was boarding with 
her at 700 Norwich in Brunswick, Georgia and in 1921 they were each 
listed at that address in the city directory.”“ There were no known children 
from this marriage. 

e Minnie Lavinia Heath, born in Georgia on 28 April 1888 and died in 
Blythewood, Richland, South Carolina on 29 August 1932.’° She married 
Preston R. Raines in about 1909, based on the age at first marriage they 
reported in the 1930 census.” Their known children were Arnold, 
Rosalee, Annie Laurie, Jason.J., Addie Louise, Margie Mildred, George 
Bunch, Beulah Mae, Winona Vell and Dorothy Delilah Raines. 

e Spencer Dunwoodie Heath, born on 9 March 1893) in Brunswick, Glynn, 
Georgia” and died in Lake Gity, Columbia, Florida on 27 October 1966.”° 
He married (1) Annie Lee McGregor in Glynn County on 12 August 
1918;”” and (2) Marie B. Purdee in Leesburg, Lake, Florida on 11 April 
1942.’ No known children from either marriage. 
= A Spencer D. Heath, born about 1893 in Georgia, was shown as a 
prisoner in the county jail in Orlando, Florida in 1920.” In 1935, Spencer 
appeared as S.S. Heath in the household with M.H. Heath, mother, and 
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Mrs. A.M. Payne, sister (his sister Annie Maude) in Highlands County, 
Florida.°° 

e Annie Maude Heath, born in Georgia on 17 November 1895 and died in 
Columbia County, Florida on 9 July 1970.°" No record has been found for 
her first marriage to George L. Payne but as Mrs. A.M. Payne she was 
living with her mother and her brother Spencer in 1935°* and she and 
George divorced in 1937.8° Her occupation was shown as nurse when she 
married Zadoc J. Piety in Wachula, Hardee, Florida on 22 April 1937.°4 No 
known children from either marriage. 

e John Daniel Heath, born on 23 April 1897 in Brunswick, Glynn, Georgia 
and died in Highlands County, Florida on 13 April 1983.°° He married (1) 
Ada Mae Glass in Colquitt County, Georgia on 30 June 1914; there were 
no known children and they divorced in Brevard County, Florida in 1942.°° 
He married (2) Mina Belle (Yocom) Knott in Osceola County, Florida on 
8 November 1942°’ and they had one child, Cecil Leroy Heath.®° John 
married (3) Lillie Mae Bowling in Kinston, Lenoir, North Carolina on 
24 December 1952,°? no known children. This marriage record identifies 
John Daniel Heath's parents as J.I. and Mary H. Heath, both deceased. 
= John Daniel is buried in Palm Cemetery in Winter Park, Florida. There 
is no headstone” but a burial records search for Palm Cemetery shows 
that he was buried in Block 84, Lot D, Space CE on 15 April 1983. Mary 
Heath (his mother, Mary Hawkins Heath) is buried in the same block and 
lot, Space NE.°' Mary died on 16 March 1943 "at her residence east of 
Winter Park" [Florida].°* 

e Noah Griffin Heath, born on 10 May 1900 in Mount Vernon, Wayne, 
Georgia® and died on 15 January 1969 in Lake City, Columbia, Florida. 
He married (1) Verdie Lawson in Berrien County, Georgia on 19 January 
1922.°° They apparently divorced as Verdie remarried under her maiden 
name on 10 April 1926%° and their only child, Noah Griffin Heath, was 
living with her and her second husband in later censuses.?” 
= Noah married (2) Leola Milling in Gainesville, Alachua, Florida on 16 
July 1928,°° and they had the following children: Noah P., Fannie R., Mary 
Harriet, John lra, Walter Thomas Heath and an unnamed son who died at 
a few hours old on 25 June 1933.°° Noah and Leola divorced in Miller 
County, Arkansas on 1 October 1936.'° 
= Noah married (3) Marjorie Milling in Miller County, Arkansas on 2 
October 1936,'°' and they had the following children: Marjorie Elizabeth, 
Reller Myrtle, Noel Griffin, Beulah Katheryn and David J. Heath. 
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Myrtle Heath, born about 1904 in Georgia, based on her age in the 1910 
census.” 

Beulah K. Heath, born in Georgia on 22 November 1908, died near Avon 
Park, Highlands County, Florida on 22 August 1938.'°? She married 
James Russell Milling in Wauchula, Hardee, Florida on 20 July 1934,'™* no 


known children.

5. Jacob Thomas Heath, born in Georgia on 22 April 1855 and died at his home 
near Dudley in Laurens County, Georgia on 8 July 1937.'°° He married Mary 
Catherine LaFavor in Laurens County on 22 December 1878 and they had the 
following children: 


Emma L. Heath, born in Georgia on 7 December 1879 and died in 
Laurens County, Georgia on 29 March 1970. '°” 

Agnes Ledora Heath, born in Georgia on 29 January 1882 and died in 
Laurens County, Georgia on 17 September 1958.'°° She married James 
Nathan English in about 1899, based on their report in the 1900 census ‘°° 
that they had been married for one year. Children: Mae, Hershel, Zadie 
Lee, Samuel, James Nathan ur., Valla, Addie, Minnie Lee, Mabel and 
Johnnie Bunion English (died in infancy). 

Thomas Henry Heath, born in Laurens County, Georgia on 12 October 
1884 and died in Dudley, Laurens County on 7 May 1935.''° He married 
Fannie Mae Shiver in Laurens County on 3 January 1909,''' and they had 
the following children: Joseph D., Katie Irene, Grover Thomas, Clyde 
Cecil, Woodard, Jack Willard, Jewell Marie, Mary Fannie, Emma Dora 
(died in infancy), Martha Veomie, Josie L., Gladys Margaret and Tommie 
Heath. 

George G. Heath, born in Georgia in about May 1887 according to the 
1900 census, ''? which is the last definitive record | have found for him. His 
mother reported in that census that she had had eight children and eight 
were still living. In 1910,''? she reported having ten children with eight still 
living so George must have. been one of the two deceased by 1910. 

Rosa Mae Heath, born in Georgia on 26 October 1890 and died in Atlanta, 
Fulton, Georgia on 24 April 1981.''* She married Omer Lafayette Venable 
in Laurens County on 1 April 1919''° and they had the following children: 
Omer (aka Oscar) Lafayette, Charles Bryant and Robert Lee Venable. 
Daniel Naasen Heath, born in Georgia on 7 April 1893 and died in Bibb 
County, Georgia on 6 October 1973.''® He married (1) Kinnie Cowart in 
about 1916, probably in Chatham County where she appeared in the city 
directory as Miss Kennie Cowart in 1915 and as Kennie Heath in 1916.'"” 
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Kinnie died in 1921.''® Daniel and Kinnie had three children: Mary 
Catherine, Douglas W. and Oliver N. Heath. 

= Daniel married (2) Mattie L. Berry,''? in about 1927 based on the age at 
first marriage reported for her in the 1930 census.'*° Daniel and Mattie 
had the following children: Carolyn Ray, Daniel Naasen Jr., Franklin 
Delano, Nancy Ann and Julia Heath. 

e Essie Estella Heath, born in Georgia on 13 August 1895, died in Laurens 
County on 1 May 1973.'*' She married (1) Nimrod Brown Boothe in Bibb 
County on 8 February 1912,'*? and they had the following children: Will D., 
James Hembree, Lillian and Jake Boothe. She married (2) an unknown 
Rich according to her death record and gravestone, no known children. 

e Mamie Lee Heath, born in Laurens County, Georgia on 1 November 1897 
and died in Laurens County on 25 August 1991.'*° She married Eugene 
Willis Nobles in Laurens on 22 March 1916,'*4 and their children include: 
Rubert Eugene, Jacob Thomas, Marie, Eugene Willis Jr., James Willis, 
William Franklin, Mary Celeste, Emma Jean and Harold Lee Nobles. 

e Reba Heath, born in 1900 and died in 1901.'*° 

e Veomie Heath, born in Georgia on 12 November 1902 and died in 
Laurens County, Georgia on 22 January 1994.'*° She married Harold Lee 
Worley'*’ in about 1928 based on the age at first marriage they reported 
in the 1930 census, '*° and they had one known child, Harold Lee Jr., who 
died in infancy. '*° 

6. Henry Hugh Heath, born in Georgia on 17 July 1858, died on 9 March 1944, 
probably in Wheeler County, Georgia where he is buried. '°° He married Dollie A. 
Wilkinson in Laurens County, Georgia on 5 January 1879,'°' and they had the 
following children: 

e Clara V. Heath, born in Georgia in about January 1880'°* and died after 
1960, probably in Jacksonville, Duval, Florida where she had been living 
with her daughter Ruby's family for many years. '°? She married Alex 
Lafavor in Laurens County, Georgia on 2 December 1897'* and they had 
two children: Ruby and Alva Daniel Lafavor. Clara was shown as divorced 
and was living with her parents in the 1910 census’ but appeared 
thereafter as a widow in the records found for her. 

e Verna Heath, born in Georgia on 27 August 1882, died on 12 October 
1966.'°° She married (1) William H. Myers in Montgomery County, 
Georgia on 15 January 1909,'*’ and (2) Gordon G. Horton before 1930, 
probably in Wheeler County, Georgia where they were enumerated in that 
year's census. '*® She had no known children from either marriage. 
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e Minnie L. Heath, born in Georgia on 2 March 1885, died in Gadsden 
County, Florida on 20 December 1965.'°° Married Edward Pierce Clance 
in Laurens County, Georgia on 11 January 1903.'*° They had the 
following children: Ernest Edward, Zelma, Dollie Jane and Doris Cornelia 
Clance. 

e Dessie C. Heath, born in Laurens County, Georgia on 25 November 
1887,'*' died in Duval County, Florida in July 1969."** She married Martin 
Luther Clance in Laurens County on 14 February 1904.'*° Their children 
were Oreda, Reva Inez, Henry Luther, Martin Silas, Autry (daughter), 
Bobbie Aline and Norma Cornelia Clance. 

e Alice M. Heath, born in Georgia on 24 August 1890, died in Duval County, 
Florida on 2 April 1970.'“* She married James Hardy Elkins in 
Montgomery County, Georgia on 5 January 1911.'*° Their children were 
Donnie Inez and James Truitte Elkins. 

e Willie Inez Heath, born in Georgia on 10 April 1893, died in Peach County, 
Georgia on 13 November 1978.'*° Married Mans Aultman in Crawford 
County, Georgia on 1 September 1921.'*” No known children. 

e George Albert Heath, born in Dexter, Laurens, Georgia on 17 May 1895, 
died in Wheeler County, Georgia on 12 September 1947.'*° Married Nora 
Avant'*? in about 1920, based on the age at first marriage they both 
reported in the 1930 census. '°°? Known children were: Daniel Curtis, 
Bonnell M. and Willie Catherine Heath. 

e John Thomas Heath, born in Dexter, Laurens, Georgia on 25 March 1897, 
died in Telfair County, Georgia on 14 Jul 1969 (his residence was Wheeler 
County).'°' He married Aline Miller'®* in about 1925, based on the age at 
first marriage they reported in the 1930 census.'*° There was only one 
known child, daughter Johnnie Heath. 

e Herman Henry Heath, born in Dexter, Laurens, Georgia on 29 May 1899 
or 29 January 1900, died in Bibb County, Georgia on 9 March 1977.'* He 
married Ella Wilson in about 1920, '°° their children were Anne E. and 
Gordon Wilson Heath. 

e Daniel Heath, born on 31 October 1903, died on 12 September 1906. '°° 

7. George L. Heath, born in Georgia on 27 September 1860, died on 28 August 
1897, probably in Laurens County, Georgia where he is buried.'°’ He married 
Georgia Hutchinson in Laurens County on 3 December 1882'°® and they had the 
following children: 

e Johnnie D. Heath, born on 18 September 1883, died on 8 January 
1884.'°° 
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Mattie Heath, born in Georgia on 14 November 1885, died in Chatham 
County, Georgia on 24 September 1974 (her residence was Toombs 
County).'®° She married John N. Patrick in Montgomery County, Georgia 
on 13 April 1902'*' and they had the following children: Carl, Clive, Cecil, 
John N., James and Myrl Patrick. 

Bessie B. Heath, born in Georgia on 30 June 1887, died in Jeff Davis 
County, Georgia on 31 March 1972.'© She married David Felder Rush in 
Montgomery County, Georgia on 5 February 1905'* and they had one 
child, Aiken P. Rush. 

William G. Heath, born in Georgia on 4 May 1890, died in Rossville, 
Catoosa, Georgia on 25 October 1927. His death certificate identified his 
spouse as Lora Heath'™ but nothing further is known about her, when 
they married or any children they may have had. 

Pauline Heath, born in Georgia on 4 May 1892, died in Newton County, 
Georgia on 14 October 1978.'® She married Loyd Lee Harrison'® in 
about 1914, based on the birth date of their oldest known child. Their 
children were Loyd Lee, Frances and Jack Lowe Harrison and an 
unnamed daughter who died in infancy. 

Mary GC. Heath, born in Georgia about October 1894. '°’
